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Reports to Members. 


President. 

The 72nd Annual Report of the Auckland Institute and Museum 
is presented while the Empire is engaged in a great war. The 
activities and services of the Museum, educational, scientific and 
cultural, form part of the abiding values of civilised life, and so 
it becomes a source of more than ordinary pleasure to be able to 
report that all these activities and services have been continued 
throughout the year, and in some cases even expanded. 

It gives great pleasure to be able again to place on record how 
excellent has been the work of the Director and Staff of the 
Museum, besides those many persons outside the Staff who give 
with such cheerfulness and goodwill so much voluntary assistance 
in various departments of the Museum. 

Membership.—At the commencement of the year there was a 
roll of 550 members. During the year we have lost by death, 
resignations and deletions, 21 members, but have gained, largely 
as the result of a special effort by the Members of the Council, 
70 new members, leaving the present roll at 599, of whom 172 
are life members. 

Congratulations.—Congratulations are extended to Professor 
Bartrum on the award of the Hector Medal by the Royal Society 
of New Zealand for his distinguished research in geology. This 
award is warmly welcomed by Professor Bartrum’s many friends 
in the scientific community. 

Obituary.—We regret to have to record the loss by death of 
many valued members: Professor C. W. Egerton. who was 
President in 1909 and a member of the Council until 1920; 
Surgeon-Captain R. Buddie, Messrs. D. R. Caldwell, J. B. 
Macfarlane, W. O’Ryan, E. R. N. Russell, J. Rukutai, H. Tinne 
and H. Whitcombe. The death of Mr. James Rukutai is a loss 
which we share with our Maori friends of the Akarana Maori 
Association, for which he did so much. 

Council.—During the year eight meetings have been held. 
There has been no change in elected members; Mr. Donaldson 
rejoined as a representative of Contributing Local Bodies; Mr. 
J. W. Kealy has enlisted and is shortly to proceed on active, 
service. 
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Staff.—Captain Humphreys-Davies, Honorary Curator of 
Oriental Collections, has left the Dominion to reside in England. 
He was entertained by members of tbe Council at an afternoon 
tea. when appreciation was expressed of his unselfish and valued 
services to the Museum. Mr. V. F. Fisher, Ethnologist, returned 
in August from a year’s visit to the United States, where he was 
attached to the staff of the Buffalo Museum of Science. 

The Museum.—We again have the pleasure of acknowledging 
important gifts to the Museum collections, and once more we have 
to thank old friends for continued generosity. With regard to 
Mr. E. Earle Vaile. for instance, we record that “this year’s gifts" 
include valuable Maori carvings, important additions to the 
Library, a donation towards field work and a generous contribution 
to the purchase of an important Solomon Islands collection. Mr. 
W. Goodfellow also contributed liberally towards the acquisition 
of this collection. Captain Humphreys-Davies before leaving New 
Zealand liberalized his many previous gifts of valuable oriental 
arts by expressing the wish that the Council should lend parts of 
it from time to time for temporary exhibition in other museums. 
Mr. J. R. le B. Tomlin, of England, has presented a further set 
of important works on systematic zoology and history, and has 
also given a choice selection of early Worcester china, a particu¬ 
larly acceptable gift. Another important set of scientific books 
and papers are from the library of our late esteemed member, Mr. 
E. Phillips Turner, given by bis son, Dr. R. G. Phillips Turner. 
To these gentlemen and to all other donors whose help is acknow¬ 
ledged in the staff reports and in the appendix grateful thanks are 
expressed. 

Finance.—The suggestion made by His Worship the Mayor 
of Auckland that Local Bodies should increase their annual con¬ 
tributions received endorsement when the Auckland City Council 
gave an additional £100 and other Suburban Boroughs an 
additional £31/9/11. The Council is most grateful to Sir 
Ernest Davis for his initiative in this matter and to the Auckland 
City Council and other Suburban Boroughs for their practical 
support. The support to our finance given by the 70 new members 
is also most welcome. 

Expenditure has been heavy, particularly in building mainten¬ 
ance, relaying linoleum and the purchase of new curtains: we 
have yet to pay for this year’s library purchases, the arrival of 
books having been delayed by war conditions. General mainten¬ 
ance has been at the same level for a number of years, and it does 
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not seem possible to reduce it. nor perhaps should we attempt to 
do so while adequate return is being received for expenditure. Six 
additional men were engaged for a time under subsidy from the 
Employment Fund, and much routine work thereby accomplished; 
but we have discovered that employment costs much more than 
just wages, and that even voluntary assistance calls for expenditure 
for materials. 

In noting the apparently healthy balance of £1.124/10/5 in 
the general account, I have again to remind members that this 
is a bare annual necessity to provide for the “lean” months of 
April and June, and even this has been attained only by drawing 
£151/11/2 from the building reserve fund to meet exceptional 
expenditure. 

For the Public.—The Institute and Museum has continued its 
service of providing public lectures on Sunday afternoons and 
Monday evenings, in setting up improved displays in the show 
cases and holding special exhibitions. The School Service has 
developed in many directions and is in keen demand in all schools. 
A tentative extension of the service to country schools has shown 
that this could, and should, become a regular activity if facilities 
and means were available. 

The work of the Museum amongst the schools has received 
keen approval by school authorities, and in a report presented to 
the Auckland Headmasters’ Association, "The School in its 
Relation to the Museum,” detailed acknowledgment of the value 
of the work done is given. Under the heading of “Accommoda¬ 
tion” the Report states: “Your Committee feels that the problem 
of accommodation must be a matter of real concern to the Museum 
Council. Our investigation shows that the important service to 
the Schools of the Province is being affected by the conditions 
under which that service must be given. Up to the present it 
lias not been possible to provide an up-to-date Lecture and Demon¬ 
stration Room, but it is apparent that this is an urgent necessity 
if the maximum benefit is to be derived from the comprehensive 
programme in operation. 

Your Committee feels that the Auckland Headmasters’ Associ¬ 
ation and in fact all Educational Bodies should co-operate with 
the Museum Council and urge the Government to join in providing 
the facilities referred to.”

A better margin of security has been attained in the two some¬ 
what unsatisfactory mortgages mentioned last year by repay¬ 
ments of instalments of principal.

The invested funds now total £30,359, comprising £15,546 
inscribed stock and debentures, £14,004 on mortgage, and £809 
awaiting investment.

Director. 

—Only five Monday evening addresses 
were given last year, the sixth, a symposium on Race and 
Nationality, having to be cancelled through those who were to 
have contributed being engaged on military duties. Members*

The average attendance at lectures was 129. 

Three ordinary meetings were also held, papers being read by 
Dr. K. I£. Bullen, Miss L. M. Cranwell, Miss Olwyn Rutherford, 
and Messrs. A. W. B. Powell and A. G. Stevenson. 

Sunday Lectures. —The Sunday afternoon lectures have now 
an accepted place in the community; they are regularly enquired 
for weeks before they are due, and are always extremely well 
attended. Both for the Museum and on behalf of the public, we 
thank the lecturers for their interesting afternoon talks:—

The membership of the section remains at 55; the attendance at 
meetings was the highest for several years past. Papers or 
addresses were given by Mr. R. Scobie, Dr. W. S. Dale, Mr. li. 
Gatty, Mr. G. Graham, Mr. A. Stevenson, Mr. M. Lee, Mr. P. 
Smyth and Mr. E. M. Blaiklock. At the Social Evening a party 
of Maori guests co-operated in demonstrating Maori forms of 
welcome and other social customs. 

Astronomical Section.—During the past year the observing 
section has continued to hold the ground won, its principal objec¬ 
tive being to interest potential astronomers and to train them in 
astronomical observation. A number of bulletins were issued 
containing matter of interest. The personnel continues keen, 
observations being conducted at the observatory in Symonds 
Street, as well as at members' own homes. Two members at pre¬ 
sent are engaged in making their own reflecting telescopes; 
another has distinguished himself as a maker of eyepieces. One 
member is performing valuable work in the observation of variable 
stars, while another, under the secretary’s direction, is computing 
the real paths of bright meteors from data on hand. 

Papers were read by Mr. F. Batteson, Professor P. W. 
Burbidge, Mr. R. A. McIntosh, Mr. W. H. M. Blackwell, Mr. 
F. H. Sagar, and Dr. K. Kreielsheimer. 

The Museum.—The public response to the opportunities and 
activities presented by the Museum is indicated by the following 
attendances: Visitors during the year, 140,557; school pupils, 
21,885; flower show, 7,500; lectures, 2,081. 

Among the gifts from Mr. Vaile already mentioned by the 
President, special interest attaches to an old Plauraki type of 
door lintel, to an unusual northern carved slab, and an old dog¬ 
skin cloak in which brown instead of the white hair predominates. 
Apparently the dog had a narrow brown stripe on the back, this 
portion being selected for the present cloak. The President has 
given pieces of English china and pottery and several books on 
early voyages, and Commander B. L. Hewitt, O.B.E., R.N., has 
presented a collection of Eastern ethnographica and has deposited 
a seventeenth century water clock; Mrs. J. P. Campbell has pre¬ 
sented selected pieces of English and Continental porcelain; and 
important additions have been made by Mr. and Mrs. H. E. 
Maude to their previously deposited ethnographical collection from 
the Gilbert Islands. Lady Wilson has given a large Japanese 
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cloisonne vase and two Kang Hsi vases in memory of our late 
member, Sir George Wilson : and Captain G. B. Palmer, N.Z.M.C., 
has deposited a series of medical and archaeological books. 

Display.—All departments have made progress in the improve¬ 
ment of displays, following the principle of combining demonstra¬ 
tion of relationships and ideas with harmonious arrangement of 
specimens. In the native bird hall we have compromised with 
strict systematic classification to the extent of exhibiting together 
birds of like habitat with simple accessories to suggest their 
environment. The appropriate atmosphere has also been success¬ 
fully obtained in the fish displays and in the botanical exhibits. 
Even crudely fashioned native tools and implements can find a 
pleasant grouping and at the same time demonstrate, for instance, 
the economic fact that “Low Islands are Hard Up”; colloquially 
expressed, perhaps, but true. There are other case captions such 
as “Gone with the Forest,” “Birds of the Wood and Waste.” “The 
Maori Craftsman,” "How Plants Inherit the Earth," and “Thieves 
and Scavengers,” which, if members will come to investigate them, 
need not be explained here. 

The insect display has been much enhanced by an entirely new 
arrangement of twenty-seven sections from his own extensive 
collections, set up by Mr. W. H. Hemingway, Hon. Entomologist, 
who desires to join in acknowledging the generous gift by Mr. 
F. A. Gillman of the whole of the glass-topped unit cases required 
for this attractive exhibit. 

We have received most interesting displays from sister 
museums in the interchange of exhibits which is one of the activi¬ 
ties of the Carnegie Corporation programme; our own contribu¬ 
tion was the Honorary Entomologist's case on Insect Life 
Histories. An improvement to the halls themselves has been 
effected by the hanging of new curtains and the completion of the 
long task of relaying the ground floor linoleum. 

Exhibitions.—We cordially acknowledge the enterprise of the 
ITawkes Bay Museum in bringing to New Zealand the splendid set 
of natural history photographs made by “Country Life,” which 
we had the privilege of exhibiting in May. For another admirable 
exhibition of native photographs we are indebted to our fellow 
member. Major G. A. Buddie, D.S.O., who displayed a large 
series of intimate studies, from his own camera, of native bird 
life. This exhibition was opened by Mr. Pycroft on 15th 
November. For the third exhibition of the year, Silversmiths’ 
and Ironworkers' Arts, we have to thank the Victoria and Albert 
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Museum, whose exhibit it was, and the Empire Art Loan Collec¬ 
tions Society, which sent it to Australia and New Zealand. 

The Native Flower Show with its accompanying children’s com¬ 
petitions was again conducted with enthusiasm and great success 
by the Botanical Society; the children’s prizes were presented by 
the President at an afternoon gathering on 10th November. 

A replica of the introductory case on Maori Carving Patterns, 
the casts for which were prepared by Mr. Dover, has been sent 
across the Tasman as a circulating loan exhibit for the museums 
in Australia. 

Educational.—Mr. Scobie’s report records the continued suc¬ 
cess of the educational work, and I need only draw attention to 
the extension of the school service to country districts by sending 
them loan displays and a new type of light attache case fitted with 
removable specimens, and by arranging for the reception and 
entertainment of country school children on whole-day visits to 
the Museum and Domain. The Domain itself is now regarded by 
Mr. Scobie as part of the Museum for visiting school-class pur¬ 
poses. Mention should also be made to the varied “hunt the 
answer” games devised both for classes and for other units such 
as Scouts and Guides and school natural history clubs and cul¬ 
tural groups. The response made by the schools and cultural 
groups to the educational facilities offered by the Museum has 
developed into a demand for more and still more services and 
opportunities, and has intensified our need for more study and 
workshop accommodation, not only for the staff, hut for school 
classes and clubs. A plain work room of fair size, properly 
lighted, warmed and ventilated, with benches, cupboards and a 
children’s natural history library, would more than anything else 
enable the Museum to function better as a juvenile and general 
centre for sound practical and cultural recreation. 

General.—A museum must of necessity have large collections 
apart from those that are exhibited; these are the research collec¬ 
tions such as the Cheeseman herbarium and the study collections 
of mollusca, insects, fishes and ethnographical specimens. The 
care of these thousands of specimens and their arrangement in 
order for ready reference entail much routine work in which 
excellent progress was made this year through clerical assistance 
made available under Employment Fund subsidy. Field collecting 
and research in connection therewith, as acknowledged in the staff 
reports, were helped by facilities and hospitality offered by friends 
in. country districts; and I myself should add an expression of 
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appreciation of the hospitality that Mr. Pycroft and I enjoyed in 
Mr. H. R. Jenkins’ yacht. New Golden Hind, and the vigilant 
help of Mr. Jenkins and our mutual friend, Mr. A. B. Deeming, 
in disinterring moa remains from Doubtless Bay sandhills. I have 
also to acknowledge the courtesy of being invited to visit and 
study the rich swamp deposit in North Canterbury being excavated 
by the Canterbury Museum. 

In the Museum itself we have had much appreciated help from 
our honorary curators; Miss Molesworth and Mr. Tony Alexander 
have given voluntary assistance in the botany department, while 
special acknowledgment must be made of the constant help given 
by the honorary photographer, Mr. J. I). Richardson, and of the 
skilled assistance of Mrs. G. Stevenson in preserving and con¬ 
ditioning natural history and palaeontological specimens. 

Records of the Auckland Institute and Museum, vol. 2, No. 3, 
contained papers by Miss L. M. Cranwell: "Southern Beech 
Pollens": Mr. A. G. Stevenson: “Maori Wooden Bowls”; and 
Mr. A. W. B. Powell: "The Mollusca of Stewart Island.” 
Additional papers were published in other journals. 

We have lost two members of the staff by resignation, Miss 
Dorothy Hessell, whose marriage took place in February, and 
Mr. Hawke, Custodian, who retired in April. The members of 
the staff extend to both their cordial good wishes, as also to Air. 
A. G. Stevenson, who assisted in the ethnographical department 
during Mr. Fisher’s visit to the United States. Mr. J. Davy has 
been appointed Custodian, and Mr. H. G. Hollamby, Attendant.

Assistant Director. 

As during the previous year, the main objective has been the 
completion of the classification, labelling and housing of the refer¬ 
ence collections of mollusca. This work was greatly facilitated by 
the temporary services of an assistant secured through the courtesy 
of the Employment Bureau. The Museum reference collection of 
mollusca now totals 27,899 species lots, and in addition there is 
the Powell Loan Collection of 18,779 species. These collections 
are rich in type material and a list comprising 990 holotypes has 
been prepared. For the storing of the smaller species ordinary 
safety match boxes were required, so a public appeal for 10,000 
boxes was made. So generous was the response that over 25,000 
were received, being largely contributed by Auckland primary and 
secondary schools. 
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An exhibit dealing with the sharks and rays of New Zealand 
has been completed, making the fourth unit group in the recon¬ 
struction of the fish series. Also, through the courtesy of Captain 
O. Dillner, a cast of the large Blackfish stranded at Point Chevalier 
in December has been prepared. The writer’s launch “Tane” was 
commissioned for two field trips, each of one week's duration, 
making possible natural history and ethnographical investigations 
at Kawau Island by members of the Museum staff. 

Ten lectures were given during the year and one paper, “The 
Mollusca of Stewart Island,’’ has been published in the “Museum 
Records.” Research has continued in respect to the collections of 
Antarctic mollusca made by the R.R.S. Discovery IT., and a paper 
on the “Mollusca of the Aupourian Province of New Zealand.” 

The Museum Conchology Club, now in its 10th year, completed 
a successful season of 22 evening meetings and a number of field 
days. The Club now has an associate membership and is building 
up its own reference library. 

The Molluscan collections were augmented hy exchanges with 
Museums and collectors in California, Florida and Western Aus¬ 
tralia; notable fish accessions were a specimen of Notorhynclms 
pectarosus, the seven-gilled shark, caught at Wattle Bay, Manukau 
Heads, hy Mrs. W. J. Brambley; and a species of gurnard, 
Pafatrigla papilio, new to New Zealand, trawled between Tiri Tiri 
and Cape Colville by Mr. J. R. Shirley. 

Two further lots of rare books and pamphlets on Mollusca have 
been donated by Mr. J. R. le B. Tomlin, of Sussex. 

The photographing of small natural history specimens has been 
greatly facilitated by the gift of Messrs. Watson Victor Ltd. of 
an X-ray tube stand, which has since been adapted to Museum 
requirements. 

Enquiries for the year were in the vicinity of 1,000, the majority 
being by telephone, but quite a number were of a technical nature 
involving the identification of a considerable amount of material.

Education Officer. 

Increasing familiarity with the services offered by the Museum 
is widening the circle of contacts from both formal and informal 
educational institutions. The response last year to the different 
topics and subjects gave an indication of the most suitable lines 
of development, and work has followed accordingly. This has 
involved the extension and further grading of topics. 
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A popular development was the offering of field work in the 
form of rambles in the Domain; topics on Insects, Native Trees 
and Rivers have proved most successful. 

Schools have responded to these services from a wide area, 
covering not only the city, but also rural centres such as Ruawai 
and Te Rapa, and including all types of school, primary, secondary, 
technical and private. Many attend regularly or repeat their visits. 
Schools are taking full advantage of the concession fares recently 
granted by the Railway Department, and several Waikato Schools 
now attend regularly. Some country schools provide funds for 
transport hy arranging dances or other local entertainments; this 
is a most encouraging indication of the appreciation of the services 
available. Personal enquiry as to what could be done for the 
rural school was made during a visit to Ruawai. The usual pro¬ 
vision was made for the Blind children. 

The Spring Flower Show, which this year was arranged with 
the specific purpose of collaborating with the work of the Educa¬ 
tion Officer, met with a splendid response both in the quality and 
quantity of the material offered and in the attendances from the 
schools. Similarly the Cheeseman Memorial Prize elicited more 
entries from a wider range of schools than hitherto. 

The distribution of loan exhibit cases has continued, 43 cases 
being circulated among 66 town schools. Enthusiastic country 
schools, e.g., at Whangarei. Te Rapa and Waihi. continue to pay 
freight on a group of exhibit cases to their own centre, finding 
their own transport for local exchanges. These exhibit cases are 
fixed displays; in addition a set of light attache cases has been 
prepared with specimens that can he taken out, handled and more 
closely examined hy the children. The Museum has continued to 
lend its films to the Visual Education Association and has also 
participated in the preparation of three film-strips. 

Special attention has been given this year to club work, four 
after-school groups being accommodated. The most popular topics 
were botany and anthropology. A Research Group continued to 
meet over the winter months. Educational activities in other 
departments have been carried on freely, much valuable individual 
work being accomplished. The Spring Film Session proved in¬ 
creasingly popular and helped to introduce many children to the 
Museum’s collections. Members of the staff have co-operated in 
every way possible with the work of this department. 

This range of the activities would be very much curtailed were 
it not for the willing assistance of 37 students whom Mr. D. M. 
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Rae, Principal of the Training College, has posted to the Museum. 
Lectures were given to Senior Students, while a valuable contact 
was made with those in the First Year by conducting them over 
the Museum. A cultural group of Training College students has 
also met regularly at the Museum. 

A series of Museum Games was drawn up to meet the require¬ 
ments of various badges of the Girl Guides. Four wireless talks 
were given in the Education Broadcast from 1YA. Lectures and 
informal education work continued to both schools and informal 
educational institutions. During the year the service of identifica¬ 
tion has increased steadily. 

In May a conference of the four Education Officers was called, 
when matters of general interest and policy were fully discussed. 
In general the year’s work has been one of rapid expansion and 
makes the provision of adequate facilities an urgent need. 

Attendances of school children and for other special purposes 
have been: General. 16,750; Film Session, 3.320; Lecturing, 
1,815; a total of 21,885.

Botanist. 

The year's rich harvest in the herbarium includes the J. Adams 
collection, part of the Poppelwell collection, sets of 225 New 
Zealand bryophytes from Mrs. E. A. Hodgson, and 409 collected 
by Dr. Berggren in 1874-75 (presented by the University of 
Lund, Sweden), and of 300 species of algae and lichens from the 
Farlow Herbarium. A specialised collection of bog-plants was 
made personally, mainly in the South Island. Fortunately, volun¬ 
tary and Employment Bureau assistance was available for care 
of these accessions, most of which have already been incorporated 
bv Miss Molesworth. 

Ordinary Museum duties included the making of three displays 
dealing with Banks and Solander, Native Ferns, and Drugs of 
the Empire; the arranging of the Sunday Lecture Series; the 
giving of eight lectures (two in Wellington in March) ; the filming 
of milling kauri activities near Katikati with the help of the miller. 
Mr. Bert Collins; the maintenance of two Native Plant Tables: 
and the usual round of identifications and enquiries. An exhibit, 
‘‘Useful Seaweeds of our Shores,” was prepared with Miss L. B. 
Moore’s help for the Centennial Exhibition. 
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The Auckland Botanical Society again helped with exhibits, 
and especially with the 8th Cheeseman Memorial Native Flower 
Show, which drew 7,500 visitors in the Spring. Members of the 
Society generously contributed over £20 for children’s prizes, 
advertising and transport. Even greater support in our activities 
would be available if junior and adult groups could make use of 
some sort of botanical club-room here. 

Research work has been concentrated on peats and the prepar¬ 
ation of an atlas of New Zealand pollen-types, in which, through 
the co-operation of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, I had the services of Mr. W. F. Harris until he joined 
the 5th Field Ambulance in January.

A short report on the vegetation of the Waikato bogs was pub¬ 
lished in the D.S.I.R. Bulletin No. 76. 

Field-work was almost confined to a single research project— 
the comparison of New Zealand and Hawaiian bog-types, begun 
under a Bishop Museum Fellowship in 1938. Plants and peats 
were collected from 13 areas, mainly in Otago, Southland and 
Stewart Island, and thanks are here extended to Miss L. B. Moore. 
Messrs. L. Poole, G. Rushton and J. E. Attwood for their assist¬ 
ance during part or all of the time, and to Mr. and Mrs. Roy 
Traill, of Stewart Island, Messrs. B. and L. Murrell, of Mana- 
pouri, B. P. Mansfield and F. M. Corkill, of Invercargill, Geo.

Ethnologist. 

Of 4,231 specimens added to the department during the year 
the following are of special importance: Collection of over 250 
Gilbertese specimens added to the Maude Collection; a fine old 
carved lintel, many other Maori specimens and a large Solomon 
Island collection from Mr. E. Earle Vaile ; a collection of Solomon 
Island adzes and ornaments from Mr. W. Goodfellow; and a 
Maori carved stone flute from Mr. W. Hammond. 

Leave from September, 1938, to October, 1939, granted by 
the Council enabled me to hold a Rockefeller Interneship at the 
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Buffalo Museum of Science; the activities included special work 
on primitive art motives; a display of South Seas material; the 
classification of 6,000 specimens; meetings with leading American 
anthropologists; the delivery of 42 lectures; the preparation of 
bibliographies; the exchange of specimens, and the study of all 
phases of museum activities. For these valuable opportunities and 
experiences I wish to express my grateful thanks to Mr. Chauncey 
f. Hamlin, President of the Buffalo Museum, and to its Director, 
Dr. Cummings. 

I was also able to spend ten days at the Bishop Museum at 
Honolulu, and four months visiting museums in the United States 
especially studying the ethnographical collections. A Carnegie 
Corporation grant for a further inspection and study of British 
and European museums had to be given up owing to the outbreak 
of war. 

Mr. A. G. Stevenson, who was Assistant Ethnologist for most 
of the year, concentrated upon checking both research and display 
collections, indexing localities, and treating specimens for borer 
and fungoid growths. He also carried out field investigations at 
Karetu, Waiheke and Tihoi. and published a paper on “Maori 
Wooden Bowls” in the Museum “Records.” 

Since my resuming duty on October 19th a display of Scrimshaw 
work has been prepared: the Maude collection of 250 Gilbertese 
specimens has been registered and classified; and a collection of 
3.000 Solomon Island adzes and ornaments has been checked. 

Field work has been undertaken at Tihoi and Kawau. From 
the former place, with the assistance of Mr. Stevenson, details of 
palisading still standing were secured and subsequently the 
palisading was removed to the Museum. 

Four lectures have been delivered, including one to the staff on 
“Impressions of American Museums.” 


V. F. FISHER. 


Assistant Ethnologist. 

The first three months of the year were spent in the Gilbert 
Islands studying native arts and customs, and collecting specimens 
and photographs. Study of the material continued during the 
year. I wish to thank Mr. and Mrs. Maude, of Beru, for their 
help in arranging this visit, and also Sir Albert Ellis for his advice 
and assistance. 
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Activity has been directed towards completing the series 
of experimental displays in the ethnological section. They were 
conducted on the same principles as those which occupied the 
previous two years. 

In the Maori Hall electric lighting was installed in a newly fitted 
and arranged exhibit of feather cloaks. It is hoped that this 
method will not only enhance the beauty of the cloaks, but at the 
same time prevent further fading. A series of exhibits of Maori 
stone implements has also been completed in this section. 

In the Hall of Foreign Ethnology new cases include exhibits 
showing the food areas of North and South America, and their 
dependent cultures. Work has commenced on the rearrangement 
of the Australian material. Two cases, one introductory and the 
other on warfare, have been completed. In various sections a 
total of ten cases was arranged. 

Five lectures were given during the year. 


OLWYN M. RUTHERFORD. 


Assistant Zoologist. 

In the New Zealand bird hall displays consisting of a decorative 
arrangement of specimens and significant accessories, with plain 
backgrounds in colour, have been continued. While labels introduce 
the specimens as individuals, it is intended that the difference and 
relationship between species and groups should be expressed by 
selection and arrangement. The six cases finished illustrate smalt 
birds of forest, pasture, waste and cultivated land (three cases), 
the pigeon, owls and hawks, and ducks and herons; and a four- 
panel case displays all the New Zealand birds introduced by man. 

Animal studies from an exhibition organised by “Country Life,” 
circulated by the American Federation of Arts, and New Zealand 
bird studies by Major G. A. Buddie, D.S.O., were placed on dis¬ 
play for short seasons. 

Three public lectures and film commentaries were given, and 
inquiries included a report on duck conservation to the Auckland 
Acclimatisation Society. 

Field trips were made to various places near Auckland for 
material used in displays, and to the Hen Island to make a census 
of forest birds. Collecting trips were made for the skeletons of 
small whales to Huia and on the Waitemata Harbour. 
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At the opening of the exhibition of Major Buddie’s photo¬ 
graphs, the opportunity was taken to co-operate in the organisation 
of an Auckland branch of the newly-formed Ornithological Society 
of New Zealand.

Librarian. 

Library expenditure, £306, included two years’ subscriptions to 
Periodicals £227, Purchase of Books £21/10/3, Binding £58. 
The arrival of new books was delayed by war conditions; they 
reached us after the period covered in this report. 

Twenty-seven books have been purchased locally, and 151 have 
been received by gift. Special reference should be made to Dr. 
Phillips-Turner’s gift of 25 books together with a large number 
of photographs and pamphlets from the library of his late father, 
Mr. E. Phillips-Turner; this gift has greatly enhanced the value 
of the botanical section. Mr. J. R. le B. Tomlin, of St. Leonards- 
on-Sea, has made a further presentation of 42 volumes, together 
with numerous pamphlets; and Mr. E. E. Vaile has continued his 
keen interest in the library and has given 28 volumes of important 
early New Zealand literature. 

Notwithstanding the uncertainties of war conditions, magazines 
and exchange publications have arrived with marked regularity. 
There have been several new requests for exchanges for the 
“Records.” 

The library maintains its popularity, and students, both from 
the University and the Training College, take full advantage of it 
for reading and research.
